cing and Diftinguifliing Proof of the True God, 
in Oppofition to IdoR

This is, in all appearance, the fame Book,, in 

which Daniel is ordered To shut up the fFords, 

and Seal the Book, even to the Time of the End, 

when it was to be fiirther Explained by St. y^?^//, 

and Unfealed, hi order of Time, as the Events 
' were 
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were to happen, which are the only compleat 

Interpreters of Prophecy, According to St. 

Peter's Obfervation, That no Prophecy of th 2 Pet. i. 2«,^ 

Serif ture is its own Interpreter (jas it ought t^ 

be rendred, and not as in the English Tranflation, 

Of private Interpretation.) 

If therefore that Time of the End is not already Dan .xii. p. 
come, it \s in vain to attempt any Explanation of 
the Periods mentioned in this Chapter of Daniel^ 
for the IVords are clofed ifpy and fealedy till the 
Time of the End. ^^ But when that Ttme comes 
^^ Many shall be Purifyed and made White y and ^ ^* 
^^Tryedy but the JVicked shall do Wickedly ^ 
^^ and none of the Wicked shall Underjiand^ but 
^ the Wife shall Underjland : " So that as cer- 
tainly as the Prophecy ought to be obfcurc till 
that Time^ it ought to be plain after it is come, 
to thofe who arc meant by the Wife. And if it 
can be fhewn what thofe Events are which the 
Prophecy referrs to, and that they arc already 
happened, in order as they are defcribed by 

Vaniely and Explained by St. John : Then it muft 
be confeiTed* that the Tiw is comc« and that 

thoji 
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thofe who will not under Jiand are Wicked ^ that is, 
engaged in intereft to Oppofe the Truth, and 
will deferve to have that applyed to them which 
our Saviour, on a like occafion, fays of the Pha- 
Mat. XVI. 3, ^ifg^j^ Q y^ Hypocrites^ ye can difcern the face of 

the Skyy but can ye not difcern the Signs of the 

Times. 

By which charge of Hypocrijie^ our Saviour 

did not mean, that the Pharifees knew him, and 

yet denyed him againft their Confcience ^ for he 

obfcrves. That they did. not difcern the TimeSy 

that isy did not know him, and yet this was an 

Hypocrifiey tho' they were not (enfiblcof it j for 

their Power and Advantage blinded them fo, 
that they deceived themfelves, and oppofed his 
Do£trine out of Hypocrifie or guilty Prejudice. 

The Application of this to Daniel's Diftinftion, 

will not be difficult, when it comes to be fhewn^

be divided into Two great Contending Parties, 
One of which would adhere to the Scriptures^ 
and therefore are called PFtfe unto Salvation 5 and

• Now to nuke thefe things plainer by a parti- 
cular Enquiry, I Ihall compare fcveral Paflagcs 
of Scriptore with one another, and with the 
Remarkable Events in Hiftory, and fubmit it to 
the Reader, Whether the ftudy of Scripture 
Prophecy defervcs the Neglect or Prejudice 
it generally naects with in the World > or. Whe- 
ther it is not far more reasonable, as well as more 
becoming Chriftians in Profellion, to follow St. 
John's Advice.

: and if that is not fufficient to give light to the

the Word Time fignifies a Year/ Times^ two 
Years,- and half a Time^ half a Year,- fince three 
Years and a half, confifting of Three Hundred 
and Sixty Days each, make juft One Thoufand 
Two Hundred and Sixty Days, or Forty Two 
Months > and it is well known, that the moft 
ancient Year among the Chaldeans^ was divided 
in their Kalendar into Twelve Months of juft 
Thirty Days each, which makes juft Three 
Hundred and Sixty Days- 

The only thing that has any Difficulty in thefe 
places which I have quoted, iSy to know what 
is here meant by a Day. It will be very obvious 
by confidering the many things that are to be 
idoneinthe time of One Thoufand Two Hundred

cleared up by Hiftory, but is very difficult to 
he apprehended in any other way of Interpre- 
tation.

^ATation from the Medes^ before the deftrudion of 
Babylon^ in which Cyrus joyned his Uncle Cyax-^ 
areSy called in Scripture Darius the Mede 5 and 
fo it was One and Twenty Years before that 
Prince was ready to execute the defign of Prcn 
vidence in that great Expedition which brought 
about the Deliverance of the Jews out of the 
Captivity, whofe Prince was Michael-, and ac^^ 
cordingly it was this Michael^ who is likewife,

making up fo much as half a Tear^ are not 
mentioned in this ihort and occafional Reply. 

Thus it appears, that by a Day, among the 
Jews^ it was ufual, in the Figurative Stile, to mean 
a Tear -, and fo this Period of Jimey Times and an 
Balf^ or Bnrty two Months y or Omthoufand two 
hundred and fxty Days, may juftly be allowed 
to fignifie One thoufand two hundred and fixty 
Tears. And here ibme Enincnt Chrofiologi(^ 



have cndcavaurcd tx> flicw, that fincc every one 

of thefe Years did confift but of thn^ee hundred 

and Jixty days among the Chaldeans^ that in the 

adding up of the Sum, no more natural Days 

Aould be counted than 1260 times 360, which 

would ihorten the Term by more than five days 

in every year. But it muft be confidered, that 

neither the Chddeans^ nor indeed any other Na-

days to pafs over without counting them at the 

end of every year, or when in a few years they 

perceived the Seafons to go' contrary to their Ka- 

lender, they threw i«a Month extraordinary, to 

bring them right 5 and whatever way they varied 

this, ftillwefind, mtf^tdcy that they counted no

more years, at the long run, than the Sun a6tually • 
performed -, and therefore we muft follow their 
Method through-oiK, ai«l according to their;

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Bow many of thefc Years are pafl: and gone, we 
muft not only Obferve the Kalender, but alfo 
make the fame Allowances that the Antients did,' 
from time to time, and then we are fure to agree 
with them in every part of our Calculation.

^ Sea diverfc one trom another. 

This is. the firft Vifion,, which we have an 
Account, was originally communicated to Utamel^ 

The four tVtnds of Heaven reprcfent the Powers y ^^^ ^ 
of the World, as in Jeremiahs 

** Upon Elam will I Iwing the four Winds , 
^ from the four Quarters of Heaven, and I will Jj^* ^5^ 
^ fcattcr them towards all thefe Winds, and there

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By which we fee the Compteat Agreement 
of thefe two different Accounts, which is the 
ftrongcft Proof jchat they are both Right 
And fince I have had occafion to mention the 
X \ I V. Babylonish Captivity of 70 Years, I miift obfcrve 
^'^ that the beginning of it was not a Total Cap- 
tivity^ but for the firft 18 Years Jervfalem ftiil 
Subfifted with her own Government, tho' marry 
• were lead away Captives from her. And this 
refembks the Rife of the Papacy j and the begin- 
ning of thcCaptivity inSpiritml Babylon^ which w .is 
far from Total or Severe. In Zedekiah'i Time 
the Old Captivity became Totals And this 
rcfembles the Greatnefs of the Papacy y and the 
. Severity of the Myjiical Captivity. A nd as before 
. that Old Captivity ended^ Jihoiakin was taken 
out of Prifon and treated as a King, this perhaps 
may allude to the deliverance of fome of the 
People and Kindreds ^ tjc. at the RefarmatioM^ 
out of Perfecution in Spiritud Babylon^ long 
before its fall
